For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 
that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 


change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.

2002 Winter Classic (& Homebrew) Radio Exchange 


The Classic Radio Exchange ("CX") is a contest celebrating the older 
commercial and homebrew equipment that was the pride of our ham shacks 
and our bands just a few short decades ago. Our object is to encourage 
restoration, operation and enjoyment of this older equipment. A 
"Classic" radio is at least ten years old (age figured from first year 
of manufacture), but is NOT REQUIRED to participate in the Classic 
Exchange. 


YOU MAY USE ANYTHING in the contest although new gear is a distinct 
scoring liability. You can still work the "great ones" with your new 
equipment! 


The Classic Exchange will run from 2000 UTC February 10 to 0500 UTC 
February 11, 2002 (3PM EST to midnight EST Sunday, 10 Feb). Exchange 
your name,RST, QTH (state US, province for Canada; country for DX); 
receiver and transmitter type (homebrew send final amp tube or = 
transistor), and other interesting conversation. The same station may be 
worked with different equipment combinations on each band and on each 
mode. Non-participants may be worked for credit. 


CW: call "CQ CX;" phone call "CQ Classic Exchange." 
Suggested frequencies: 


CW: 3.545, 7.045, 14.045, 21.135, 28.180 
Novice/Techt: 3.695, 7.120, 21.135, 28.180 
Phone: 3.880, 7.290, 14.280, 21.380, 28.320 


(7.045 and 3.545 are usually the most popular CX frequencies.) 


Scoring: Multiply total QSL's (all bands) by total number of different 
receivers plus transmitters (transceivers count as both xmtr and rcvr) 
plus states/provinces/countries worked on each band and mode. 

Multiply that total by your CX Multiplier, the total years old of all 
receivers and transmitters used, three QSO's minimum per unit. For 
transceiver, multiply age by two. If equipment is homebrew, count it as 


a minimum of 25 years old unless actual construction date or date of its 
construction article (in the case of a "reproduction") is older. 


Total QSO's all bands 
times 
RCVRs + XMTRs + states/provinces/countries 
(total each band and mode separately; add totals together) 
times 
CX Multiplier: 


SCORE =3D QSO's x (Rx + Tx + QTH's) x CX Mult 


Certificates and appropriate memorabilia are awarded every now and 
then for the highest score, the longest DX. exotic equipment, best = 
excuses 
and other unusual achievements.

I've been trying to get my HT-32B working right and would like to tap 
another brain or two... 


The problem is low output on all but 80 meters, where I can get 100 


watts out. This transmitter uses the classic 9 mhz SSB exciter, 5 to 
5.5 Mhz VFO, and heterodyne oscillator to create the desired RF output, 
then a 12BY7 driver to a pair of 6146s. I can't rule out weak finals 


as part of my problem, but I have a new set on order...all other tubes 
test good. 


In the meantime, I touched up the mixer alignment (which didn't help), 
and made sure the bias, HV and LV, VFO, heterodyne osc., etc were OK. 


Then I came to the 6AU6 stage that amplifies the 9 mhz signal before it 
goes into the mixer/amplifier chain, and I while I'm not sure it is part 
of the problem - I can't understand why it is working the way it is. 


Using a good scope, I measure 0.2 volts of 9mhz RF on the grid - but the 
same or slightly more on the plate! The tube is good (by test and 
substitution), and has the following voltages present (all within spec 
per the manual): 

Cathode: Ov (tied directly to ground) 

Plate: 250 vdc 

Screen: 175 vdc 

Grid: -3 vdcx 

Filament: 6.3 vac 


* - The grid is connected to the RF Level control and an internal 
"factory set" gain control which allow bias to be varied between -11 
and -3 volts. Increasing the negative bias does reduce the gain as it 
should, but unless it's "wide open" (i.e. -3 volts) - the output drops 
away to nothing. 


The plate load is a 0.5 mh RF choke, which should have an inductive 
reactance of about 30,000 ohms at 9 mhz. In other words, this is a 
Class A impedance-coupled amplifier using fixed bias - (which,according 
to my Radio Handbook should have twice the gain of an R-C coupled 
amplifier) - so why am I only seeing less than a half of a volt of RF at 
the plate? I measured the plate current of between 5 and 10 ma which 
sounds right for the .5 mh choke - so how can this "amplifier" stage 
have essentially zero gain? 


Any comments on this, or on the HT-32 in general, would be appreciated.
